During the last harvest year Oregon 
exported, direct, wheat and Hour, val­ 
ued at $675,500. 


It costs the city and county of San 
Francisco $725 a m onth for whiskey 
and wines.

Up to the first instant, this year, 
the .San Francisco Custom-house re­ 
ceived $3,183,000 fordutieson import­ 
ed goods.

Capi­

honestest man as Treasurer.” The Col­ 
onel stopped the conversation. 
Governor Pacheco on Monday com­ 
muted tlie sentence of Jose de Jesus, 
indicted as Jesus de Gordo by tlie Dis­ 
trict Court of San Diego county for 
murder in t he first degree, and senten­ 
ced to die March 19, 1875, which date 
was changed by a reprieve to June 18, 
1875. Tlie grounds for reprieve are 
that the murder was committed with­ 
out premeditation and because lie 
lias the misfortune to be an Indian, 
young, ignorant, quite deaf, without 
moral training, and lack the inherited 
capacity to perceive and act upon his 
obligations to organized society.

enable' them to elect their leader to 
the United States Senate. Then It was 
th a t the people began to expect the 
redemption of promises of reform in 
railroad m anagement and reduction 
in railroad fares. But alas for the fru­ 
ition of those hopes. The power was 
there but the will and the ability to 
exercise it were wanting. 
No Legis­ 
lature ever promised as much and per­ 
formed as little as that of two years 
ago. 
W ith the close of that session 
both the railroad company and the 
people made an important discovery: 
The railroad company that the hostil­ 
ity of the “ reformers” to themselves 
ceased with their election to office, 
and the people that the hue and cry 
which had been raised to secure their 
votes was but the yelping of wolves in 
sheep's clothing, who neither knew 
what they protested nor intended to 
perform what they promised. 
The 
discovery has been productive of im ­ 
mense good; it taught the railroad 
company that it was a few dem a­ 
gogues and not the people they had 
been fighting; it opened the eyes of 
the people to the fact that they and 
the railroad company were the proper 
persons to determine on all questions 
of freights and fares. 
The lesson of 
this discovery to the railroad com- 
company is that their interests will 
uot suffer in the hands of the people, 
and their consequent retiraey from 
the political arena. To the people 
it is a conviction that the devil is not 
so black as he is painted and that it is 
for the interest of the railroad compa­ 
ny to carry freight and passengers 
as low as possible without loss. 
To 
the average mind these conclusions 
appear correct. 
I t is the interest of 
the railroad company to populate the 
State and develop her resources. They 
know that to charge such carrying 
rates as will prevent the settlement 
and cultivation of the country along 
the lines of their roads is not the best 
plan to induce population and secure 
development. 
There is a principle in 
this that does not require State legis­ 
lation in the shape of a ludicrous and 
impracticable freights and fares bill 
to bring out and inculcate. 
Let the 
railroad keep out of polities and the 
people pay no heed to blatent and dis­ 
honest demagogues and all difficulties 
between the carrier and the producer 
will soon fade away.

R. E. Gardner was nomi­ 
nated for Surveyor-General. 
Roberts of Santa Barbara nominated 
W. H. Norway of Siujta Barbara, and 
claimed that his nomination was but 
au act of justice to the Southern coun­ 
ties. The vote was taken with the fol­ 
lowing result: 
Gardner, 220; Nor­ 
way, 133. 
Wm. Beckman of Sacra­ 
mento was nominated for State Treas­ 
urer. 
E. I). Sawyer of Sau Francisco 
was selected for Attorney-General and 
G rant I. Taggert, the present incum­ 
bent, for Clerk of the Supreme Court. 
Professor Ezra Carr was nominated for 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
After completing the ticket, Seuator 
Sargent made a short congratulatory 
address and the Convention adjourned. 
The State Central Committee met 
and organized by electing Alex. G. 
Abell Chairman and Marcus D. Boruck 
Secretary. 
I t is rumored that Governor Pacheco 
will be nominated for Congress from 
the Fourth District.

What a Pennsylvanian Thinks of California 


First impressions! May they be most 
lasting, because of their pleasantness. 
Coming down from the snow sheds 
and five feet deep snow-drifts of the 
Sierras into the fiower-studded valley 
of Sacramento, the contrast was most 
delightful, especially after the severe 
"Winter of 1875—severe even in W est­ 
ern Missouri, where your correspond­ 
ent hybernated. 
Next to the luxuri­ 
ance of flowers, the evergreen oaks 
and the many varieties of mosses on 
rocks, trees and fences, raised iu our 
mind the question, what is ntoss? and 
w hat its cause? 
Will some scientist 
answ er? Sacramento City was bright 
and its public buildings beautiful. We 
hope to visit it again. 
San Francisco, the great shipping 
port of the State, did not impress us 
favorably at first, a snow-storm and 
high wind m aking it cold and uncom­ 
fortable. 
An old citizen said It was 
the first snow he had seen in the city 
in eighteen years. 
It simply spitted 
«now. Later and longer visits to San 
Francisco improved our opinión of its 
eudurableness as a place of residence. 
W hat Alleghaney City is to Pittsburg 
and Brooklyn to New York, and E v­ 
anston to Chicago, that 


O A KLAND 
Is to San Francisco. 
W e visited Rev. 
Mr. Anthony, pastor of the M. E. 
Church, the Grand Central Hotel and 
sundry mills in Oakland. 
The State 
University is located four miles from 
this city. 
Napa City, Calistoga, St. 
Helena, Oakland, Stockton, Coulter- 
ville, Modesto, Merced City, Santa 
Barbara and San Gabriel Mission were 
“done” in tourist style. 
We lingered 
longer at Yosemite Valley, gazing at 
its wonderful hights, climbing on foot 
its craggy cafions and drinking in, per 
capacity, its m any waterfalls. Doubt­ 
less, Yosemite is the grandest public 
park in the nation. 
L a Grange was our “ A lham bra,” 
(here we rest) en route to and from 
Yosemite. 
Here we met live cousins 
we had never seen before, and an old 
schoolmate. 
Here we studied placer 
mining by hydraulie power and rock­ 
er and examined one ditch seventeen 
miles long, four feet deep, six feet 
wide and costing $400,000. We did not 
catch the gold fever during our visits, 
either here or in the quartz mines up 
the mountains. 


BO W ER CAVE, 
A great natural curiosity, is on the 
McLean road to Yosemite, twelve 
miles above Coulterville and two miles 
below Hazel Green, on the North fork 
of the Merced river, which river fur­ 
nishes fine mountain trout for the vis­ 
itors to the cave. 
It is now in charge 
of M. Louis Pechart, who, with tiie 
proverbial politeness of the French­ 
man, showed us the sights, gave us 
good specimens of petrifactions and 
furnished table anti water for our 
lunch. 
The cave is 165 teet long, 110 
feet wide, 171 feet deep (40 of which is 
full of clear, cold water) and within 
150 yards of the hotel. 
Entering the 
top of the cave, you descend by an a r­ 
tificial stairway, 56 steps, to the floor 
of an open-top apartment, where pic­ 
nic parties frequently lunch. 
From 
here you go by boat to several caverns. 
By twenty-eight steps j ou ascend to 
Devil Hole, which you explore with 
lighted candles. 
Among the figures 
formed by petrifactions are: Petrified 
stumps, double heart, human head 
and skull, monkey head, eagle head, 
kitten, Chinese shoe, bake oven, chim­ 
ney, church organ and pulpit. 
It is 
interesting to the student to observe 
the formation of stalactites and sta­ 
lagmites constantly going on. 
Four 
maple trees are growing in sky-lighted 
apartments. The present inhabitants 
of the cave are mountain squirrels 
and trout, bats, lizzardsand swallows. 
Tradition makes this cave a hiding 
place of the highwayman, Joaquin.

It is a noticeable and gratifying fact 
th at the Southern ami Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Companies are taking 
no part in the political campaign now 
progressing In this State. This is a 
new order of things, and will,we trust, 
prove the beginniug of a more health­ 
ful era iu the history of California pol­ 
itics. 
For some years past—in fact, 
almost from the organization of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
that corporation has taken an active 
part in every campaign th at has oc­ 
curred in our State. The causes which 
led the company into politics have 
never, we believe, been clearly under­ 
stood by the people. Many of these 
causes have passed away, and as nei­ 
ther they nor their attendant conse­ 
quences will be likely to again present 
themselves before the public, there is 
now 110 necessity for attem pting an 
explanation of them. The one great 
cause was that of self-defense, and as 
circumstances may again compel the 
company to assume that attitude, it is 
a legitimate subject for discussion. 
Certain once influential journals in 
this State, from motives which were 
perhaps more selfish than any that 
ever actuated the railway managers, 
assumed an aggressive policy toward 
them, and by constant iteration of 
wrongs, fancied or real, perpetrated on 
the public by the railway company, 
created a prejudice against them which 
the wily and unscrupulous dragged 
into politics, more for the purpose of 
self-aggraudizement than a desire to 
defend the rights of the community. 
Finding themselves likely to be at­ 
tacked iu the Executive, Legislative 
and Judicial branches of our State 
Government , the railroad company 
realized the necessity for defending 
themselves with the same weapons 
used in attacking them, and our 
political 
campuigns soon assumed 
the 
complexion 
of 
railroad and 
anti-railroad. In these contests the 
corporation was assailed in the most 
virulent and in m any instances unjust 
manner, by men and journals who 
sought to excite and use the prejudices 
of the people for the purpose of secu­ 
ring to themselves the emoluments 
and patronage, of office. They were 
met and combatted at the ballot-box 
by the railroad company, campaign 
after campaign, up to the convening 
of tlie last Legislature, when it was

the growth of fruit trees in a knowing 
manner. 
We know Cole was delight­ 
ed, for he put in his trunk a mammoth 
shaddock as a souvenir of Wolfskill’s 
grove, and carried a specimen of K el­ 
ler’s vinfeyartl in a glass case, that 
would last till he returned to the grass­ 
hoppers. W e’ll bet 011 Cole, uuless his 
extract of grape gave out ami he filled 
up with Kausas City whisky. 


Our Streets. 


W e are very fortunate in finding a 
material so convenient with which to 
grade our streets. 
The gravel and

before it is used, it packs down as 
smooth as a floor aud makes the most 
elegant, hard and eve» surface to drive 
over we have ever seen, and we believe 
it will be very durable. But if it is 
not put down with care, as above 
stated, it makes a very poor surface 
for a street grade. 
For instance, if it 
is merely spread over the street and 
left to be packed down by the travel 
over It. it will be a very uneven sur­ 
face by the time it becomes hard. 
That portion of Hpring street between 
the Court House and First street 011 
the P’ast side, was not rolled nor sprin­ 
kled before it was used, and a ride 
over it now will remind one of a drive 
across a potato Held. Parties who 
have rode over this street are ready to 
pronounce against the gravel and ce­ 
ment grade. We have closely observed 
the process of grading .our streets, aud 
wherever the rolling and sprinkling 
have been attended to, the streets are 
in elegant condition.

The Interior of the Ocean. 


The popular ideas with regard to the 
sinking ot' bodies in the sea have usu­ 
ally been quite unscientific. 
Some 
have theorized to the effect that, in the 
case of ships which founder at sea, 
they sink to a certain depth and then 
float about until broken to pieces or 
thrown upon some hank beneath the 
sea—indeed, a book was sometime 
ago published, sustaining this idea. 
Others, again, argue that the bouy- 
ant force of the water at great depths 
is enormous, and due to the whole 
pressure ot the water above, and that 
all bodies which are lighter than wa­ 
ter at the surface will, if sunk to the 
bottom and detached from the sinker, 
shoot upward with a great velocity, or, 
in other words, that the density of the 
water increases directly 
with 
the 
d e p t h . 
Now, it is proved by the most reli­ 
able investigations that, though the 
pressure increases with the depth— 
even to the amount of fifteen pounds 
upon every square incli for every thir­ 
ty-four feet in depth—the density is 
not thereby increased sensibly, owing 
to the incompressibility of the water, 
so that, in reality, neither the bouy- 
unt force nor the resistance to the mo­ 
tion of any body, is sensibly augmen­ 
ted from the surface to the bottom. 
At tiie deptli of 3,000 fathoms, for 
instance, the pressure upon a square 
inch is nearly 80,000, pounds hut the 
column of 18,000 feet of water is only 
shortened about six y feet. The den­ 
sity is thus hut slightly increased, 
but the effects of such enormous pres­ 
sure upon compressible bodies—as air, 
wood, etc—is to condense them into a 
smaller hulk, by which they may be 
rendered heavier than water, and will 
sink of their own weight. 
A piece 
of wood cannot sink to the bottom of 
the ocean, but a very slight extrane­ 
ous force will bring it to the surface.
